The will of Philip D. Armour was opened 
yesterday in the Probate Court and offered 
for probate. It divided an estate of $15,000,- 
000 equally between the widow, Malvina 
Belle Armour, and the son, J. Ogdem Armour. 
The two sons of Philip D. Armour Jr., who 
died a year ago, are to be paid $1,000,000 each 
when they feach the age of 25, and another 
million when they are 30 years old. 

The $15,000,000 was what was left after Mr. 
Armour had given away during his lifetime, 
something like $35,000,000. Of this large 
sum probably $8,000,000 went to the educa- 


the dead packer was interested. The re- 
mainder had been given to members of his 
family, relatives, and faithful employés. 
The application for letters testamentary 
gave the personal property valuation at 
$14,900,000 and the real estate $100,000. 

Had Mr. Armour hoarded his money as 
many rich men have done the value of the 


| estate admitted to probate yesterday would 


have reached perhaps $50,000,000. Had he 
retained his health, and been able to watch 
over his gifts, Louls C. Krauthoff, his at- 
torney said, the value of the estate at the 
end would have been far less than it was. 
Nevertheless, the estate at $15,000,000 is the 
largest ever ‘probated in Cook County. 


Vast Wealth in Son’s Hands. 

Not a charity or a friend was mentioned in 
the will. It was a simple document, distrib- 
uting what was left. Its purpose was to place 
the son, J. Ogden Armour, at the head of 
the house of Armour, and he and his mother 
— given unlimited control of the estate. 

e children of the dead son, P. D. hour 
Ir., were practically left out of the estate, 
for they will receive nothing until they attain 
25 years of age. The father of these children 
left an estate of $8,000,000, and that the 
grandfather considered an ample fortune 


_j until it was seen whether or not they would 


be able to use money toa good purpose. Had 
P. D. Armour the younger remained alive, 
the attorney said, there was not the slightest 
doubt the portion of the two sons would 
have been equal. 


Lawyer Explains the Will. 

“It need cause no surprise,” said Mr. 
Kraushoff, that charitable institutions and 
friends are not mentioned in the will. Those 
who expected that the document would re- 
veal sensational gifts did hot know Mr. Ar- 
mour’s characteristics. They have 
the keynote of his life. He believed that 


men, and to be useful it should be put for- 
ward in development. When he saw that a 
relative could make it thus useful, he gave 
freely. ‘The hoarding of money for money's 
sake had no place in his system. 

It was in 1875 that he began to distribute 


ily and other relatives. It is safe to say that 
he distributed the bulk of hig fortune in that 
way during his lifetime. This explains what 
may seem the peculiar division of his estate 
in the will. Money left to the widow of his 
son or the children would not have been 
active capital. Instead of tying up a large 
part of his fortune in such a bequest he gave 
the property into the practical control of J. 
Ogden Armour, his son, and then prepared 
to give the children a capital to work with 
when they come to the years of discretion.” 


Nearly $8,000,000 to Charity. 

“Mr. Armour probably gave to charity, 
including the Armour Mission, between 
$7,000,000 and $8,000,000. Since his 
illness and death we have been surprised at 
the range of these donations. Buta few days 
ago a man came here with a subscription list 
for a small charity. It showed that Mr. Ar- 
mour had contributed $1,000 out of $11,000 
raised. He had done so for years. This I 
mention simply as an instance of how un- 
certain figures on his benefactions necessarily 
would be. ; 

“ As for the Armour Institute, I presume 
the people he left behind will regard the con- 
tinuance of his interest in its welfare not 
only as a duty but a pleasure. *

For the appraisal of the estate the follow- 
ing were named: George H. Webster, Fran- 
‘cis M. Sullivan, John C. Mr. Webster 
is an old-time partner of Mr. Armour's in the 
grain business.

Topeka, Kas., Jan. 28.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Carrie Nation, the saloon wrecker, today in- 
vaded the office of Governor Stanley in the 
Capitol Building, and for an hour harangued 
the Executive for his failure to close the 
saloons of Kansas. Then she visited the 
offices of Attorney General Goddard, County 
Attorney Nichols, and Sheriff Porter, and 
demanded of each that they close the saloons. 

When Mrs. Nation entered Governor Stan- 
ley’s office she was followed by a crowd, By 
turns she gave Governor Stanley a tongue- 
lashing and begged him for aid to 
on her crusade. She put her * . 
fiercely and answered them herself with- 
out giving the Governor time to utter a com- 
plete sentence in his own defense. 

Do you think my method is right?” she 
asked. 

No, I don’t,” rbpiiea the Governor. 

Well, Governor, have you a better one?” 

No, I don’t think I have,“ he replied. 
Tam powerless. The law does not allow 
me to do what I desire. The law gives me 
no privileges. What can I do?” 

“If necessary, call out the militia,” was 
Mrs. Nation’s prompt reply. Then this 
crusader began a harangue that caused 
Governor Stanley’s anger to rise. 


Calls Governor a Perjurer. _ 

“You can close every joint in Kansas if 
you will, Governor Stanley,“ she said. You 
can do it if you want to, but you won't.

Investigation by the department of com- 
pulsory education has resulted in the charge 
that an attempt has been mage to bring 
school children into the tobacco habit 
through the distribution of packages of

“'Beveral children whe have 

become addicted to the habit of chewing 

tobacco through the use of the gum have 
been reported. 

At the Jenner School last Friday several 
children were taken violently ill. The prin- 
cipal, Miss Mary Lyons, summoned medical 
assistance, and, after examination, the phy- 
sician decided that the illness was due to 
narcotic poisoning. Search through the 
desks of the pupils revealed sundry lumps 
of chewing gum, and inquiry revealed the 
fact that packages of gumbacco had 
been used by the children, who had neglect- 
ed to follow the directions on each wrapper: 
Do not swallow; use it as you would to- 
bacco.”’ 

The children informed the principal that 
they had bought the gum at a candy shop 
at 115 Larrabee street. Truant Officer Nuesse 
threatened the dealer, L. D. Wolf, with ar- 
rest. Wolf pleaded ignorance of the char- 
acter of the gum and destroyed his stock 
of it.

This future damage was, 6f 
course, a matter of opinion. Now, however, 
the drainage canal has been m operation for 


forced to establish a condition of actual fact 
and not of probable results. This is a dis- 
tinct victory for the City of Chicago and the | 
drainage district. 

Commissioners now will be appointed to 
take testimony to be submitted to the Su- 
preme Court next October. 

The peculiarity of this proceeding is that 
the drainage canal is held by the decision 
today to present a question which involves 
the States of Lllinois and Missouri. When 
such difficulties do not involve questions of 
territory the Supreme Court sits as a court 
of first instance. It has original jurisdic- 
tion because no other court could decide as 
between two sovereign States. 


Jury May Sit in High Court. 

It may happen, therefore, that on this 
drainage canal case, when the question of 
fact comes to be determined, there maybe 
presented a novel scene of a jury sitting in 
the Supreme Court of the United States, the’ 
province of the jury being to determine the 
question of fact, leaving the court to apply 
the laws. This depends upon the desire of 
the parties to the sult, as a matter of course, 
and the chances ara that the court wilP itself 
be relied upon to review the evidence. 

The representatives of Chicago say they 
‘believe the case beyond all doubt will be de- 
ed in favor of the continued use of the 
drainage canal. They declare that it will 
be absolutely impossible for any one fo 
produce positive proof of the existence of 
elements dangerous to health in the Mis- 
sissipp!

Must Prove Actual Damage.

ST. LOUIS PEOPLE PLEASED. 


Opponents of Drainage Canal Believe 
Their Plea Will Be Sustained on 


the Final Issue. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 28.—[Bpecial.J—The 
news from Washington that the Supreme 
Court had overruled the demurrer for an in- 
junction in the drainage canal case was re- 
ceived with great satisfaction here. City 
officials claim that now it is only a question 
of facts, and they are prepared to show that 
the drainage cana! is a menace to the health 
of the people of the Mississippi Valley. 

Edward Fiad, President of the Board of 
Water Commissioners, takes an optimistic 
view of the situation, saying that bacterio- 
logical examinations made of the waters 
flowing through the canal into the Missis- 
sippi would convince the mogt skeptical of 
their impurity and positive detriment to the 
public : that the case will be pushed 
to the utmost, with a view to having the evils 
eomplained of remedied. 

Dr. Starkloff, the Health Commissioner, 
coincides with the views of President Flad. 
He says that examinations of the water 
made under his direction clearly established 
the claim of impurity advanced by the 
Health department; that the flow of water 
must be largely increased or the canal closed, 
for as now established it is simply a drainage 
ditch, dumping the sewage of Chicago at 
the threshold of the city’s homes. 

It was stated at the office of City Counselor 
Schnurmacher that today’s decision simply 
meant that the case must be tried on its mer- 
its, and they were confident, that the Su- 
preme Court would give them the relief 
prayed for. 


EXPECT VICTORY FOR CANAL. 


Drainage Trustees Not Alarmed by the 
United States Supreme Court’s 
Ruling on Demurrer. 


Trustees of the Sanitary District are not 
alarmed over the effect the ruling of the 
United States Supreme Court will have on 
the future of the drainage canal. The over- 
ruling of the demurrer, as the trustees under- 
stand it, simply declares the jurisdiction of 
the Supreme Court to try the case brought 
by the Missouri plaintiffs asking an injunc- 
tion against the operation of the canal. 

“The ruling of the court does not mean 
that an injunction will follow,“ said Alex- 
ander J. Jones, President of the Drainage 
board. It simply gives St. Louls an oppor- 
tunity to appear in court and endeavor to 
prove that the operation of the canal will 
pollute the water supply of that city. The 
Sanitary District welcomes the chance to 
support its contention that flowing water 
purifies itself. We have expended $34,000,000 
in the faith that this principle is correct. 
We are ready to fight the case on its merits 
and are confident of winning in the end.“ 

There is nothing to complain about in 
the decision of the Bupreme Court,” said 
Trustee Zina R. Carter. “ Perhaps it is just 
as well that St. Louis should be given the 
chance to prove its contention that the purity 
of its water supply is endangered by the 
drainage Canal. The Sanitary District at 
the same time will be given an opportunity 
to prove ite ground before all the world and 
settle the question forever.“ 

“ The ruling of the court simply brings the 
case to trial, in effect,“ said Trustee T. A. 
Smyth, and, while it is a victory for the 
Missouri plaintiffs, it gives them no real ad- 
vantage. The court considered the ques- 
tion solely with the view to determining 
whether it had jurisdiction and decided that 
it had. The ruling settles mothing to the 
disadvantage of the Sanitary District.”

Mandamus proceedings were begun in the 
| Circuit Court yesterday to compel the Board 
of Election Commissioners to arrange the 


voting precincts of the city under the old 
ward lines and not according to the new or- 
dinance recently passed by the Council. As 
a result new complications threaten the com- 
ing spring election. 

The proceedings were brought in the name 
of James Clinton, @ resident of the Seven- 
teenth Ward, by Attorney Addison Blakely. 


The real petitioner is Mayor Harrison, over 


whose veto the redistricting ordinance was 
passed. The validity of the ordinance is 


attacked on the ground that the legislative 


requirements concerning compactness and 
contiguity of territory are not followed by 
the new ward lines, and that the new wards 
do not evenly distribute the population. 

The Election Commissioners assert that 
the new wards will certainly be followed in 
the election on April 2, as time required to 
answer the petition, and, if the plea is sus- 
tained, appeal to higher courts, will prevent a 
final decision until after the election. 

There was no clearing in the situation sur- 
rounding the contest for.the Republican 
Mayoralty nomination. John M. Harilan‘s 
friends, headed by E. J. Piggot, William 
Kent, and others, passed out hundreds of 
buttons reading: 


Mr. Harlan himself had nothing to say as 
to his position. Will Boldenweck’s sup- 
porters distributed cirtulars urging their 
chief for the place. Alderman Frank T. 
Fowler made football rushes and secured 
heavy gains among the organization men.“ 
William J. Moxley declared he would not be 
a candidate. Alderman Raymer will de- 
clare his candidacy next week, expecting to 
stand a show in a free fight in the con- 
vention, Buttons announcing Judge John 
Gibbons as a candidate are being prepared. 
Alderman William Hale Thompson’s cham- 
pions sheuted loudly for his candidacy, and 
buttons proclaiming John R. Thompson a 
candidate appeared.

POLICE LACK CLEWS TO MYSTERY 
or ABTHUR ARD. 


Family Become More ‘Reticent—At 
Dowie Bank It Is Said Accounts Are 
Correct, That They Are Checked Up 
Every Night—Relatives Appear Less 
Werried, But Offer No Explanation— 
Detectives Reject the Kidnaping and 
Robbery Theories. 


Mystery still surrounds the disappearance 
of Arthur R. Barnard, teller of the Zion City 
Bank, the financial institution of the fol- 
lowers of John Alexander Dowie. Not so 
much anxiety seemed to be felt by the family 
of the missing young man yesterday, al- 
though the father, C. J. Barnard, left the 
bank at 1300 Michigan avenue in the morning 
to ald another son in looking for him. 

The police are prosecuting the search. As 
far as they have learned, the last person who 
saw the young man was a barber in Sixty-

third street, near the Woodlawn railway sta- 
tion. Young Barnard entered the s on 
Saturday evening at 7 o’clock and asked how 
many were ahead of him. Upon being in- 
formed two were waiting he left. He turned 
toward the railroad station after leaving the 
shop and this led to the inference that he 
was going to a train. 

At the Barnard home, 6143 Monroe avenue, 
a family reunion seemed in progress yes- 
terday afternoon. Miss Edna Pugh, the 
fiancée of the missing teller, came from her 
home, 8910 Carpenter street, and several 
young women dropped in. None of the family 
or the visiting friends seemed worried. 

“IT have heard nothing of Mr. Barnard 
more than was known yesterday,“ said Miss 
Pugh. I do not believe he left of his own 
accord. I am satisfied something happened, 
but what I do not know.. We were busy on 
Friday night preparing a list of names for 
invitations to our wedding in June.“ 

Miss Barnard, sister of Arthur, did not ex- 
press any anxiety further than to keep all 
the information possible from the public, 
urging that “the family had been given 
enough notoriety already.“ 

At Zion everything progressed as smooth- 
ly, apparently, as if young Barnard were at 
his desk. Another man had taken his place 
at the bank, and all the employés declined 
to talk about the matter. Even Mr. Barnard, 
who appeared willing to tell all he knew on 
Sunday, seemed reticent. 

Detective Dolan of the Woodlawn Station 
was told at the bank that Teller Barnard’s 
accounts were perfectly correct; that he could 


not be short if.he desired, as his accounts 


were checked up every night. It was stated 
that young Barnard had ordered A. V. Berry 
out of the bank on Saturday morning when 
Berry insisted on drawing $50 deposited in 
the name of a North Side business-man. 
Berry lives at 71 Orleans street, but could not 
be found by the police. Last night it was 
said at that number that Berry moved 
away. 

Both Inspector Hunt of the Hydé Park Sta- 
tion and Captain O'Neill of the Woodlawn 
Station decline to accept the theory that 
Barnard was kidnaped. He never was known 
to carry a large sum of money with him, so 
the motive_of robbery is set aside also. The 
police are disposed to investigate his habits 
in the hope of securing a clew to his asso- 
ciates and thereby getting some trace of him.

DISEASE IN A MILD FORM. 


Measures to enforce vaccination, particu- 
larly among children, were taken yesterday 
and as q result the public schools will be 
closed to pupils who have not prepared them- 
selves for the possibility of exposure to 
smallpox. 

Superintendent Cooley issued a bulletin 
declaring that all children in the public 
schools must be vaccinated immediately and 
ordering ‘that all unvaccinated pupils be 
kept out of school until compliance with 
the directions. , Corporation Counsel Walker 
issued an order that all persons connected 
with the Law department be vaccinated be- 
fore today. Within three hours this order 
had been complied with. It was decided that 
the several thousand children who are under 
the care of the Juvenile Court must be vac- 
cinated at once. 

President Harper declared he would issue 
a bulletin requiring all the students in the 
University of Chicago to be vaccinated. 

Three New Smallpox Cases. 

Three new cases of smallpox were re- 
ported to- the Health department yesterday. 
Martin Clune, an employé of the Palmer 
House men’s Turkish bathrooms, walked

COUNTLESS FROZEN FISH SOLD. 


Inspector Murray Says There Is 13,- 
000,000 in Storage Wants Ghetto 
Markets Stopped. 


Fish Inspector P. J. Murray has been heard 
from after a year of quiescence. In his an- 
nual report, which was given to Health Com- 
missioner Reynolds yesterday, he announced 
that by actual count 13,000,000 pounds of 
frozen fish were found in cold storage, where 
it had been for five years. The fish, he said, 
was for the ghetto, where it is sold on Friday 
afternoons at two cents a pound, 

He recommended that some means be taken 
to abolish the curbstone fish markets at 
Jefferson and O’Brien streets. He reported 
that the fish was near decay when frozen 
and when thawed out its true condition be- 
came manifest. 

In his report the inspector says: 

„For the year 1900 the amount of fish con- 
demned was 142,000 pounds, and of poultry 
37,000 pounds. The most of the fish I found 
in cold storage, where it had been kept fo.

LEAGUE IS ASSAULTED.

Joseph Wilhoff Is the Victim, at His 
Own Doorstep, and He Declares the 
Attack Is the Work of Blind Pig 

Sympathisers, Against Whom His 

EBaforts Have Been Directed—Fellow- 


Agent Finds Him, But the Assailants | 


PLANS TO FORM A CLUB, 


Escape. 


Joseph Wilhoff, an agent and detective for 
the Anti-Saloon league of Evanston, was 
assaulted and stabbed by persons who, 
he says, are n sympathy with the “ biind 
pigs’ of the northern suburb. In the in- 
juries inflicted on him, the Anti-Saloon 
league professes to see the first tangible ef- 
fect of the war of revenge that bas been 
started by the liquor element. 

Wilhoff lives at 214 Fletcher street, in Chi- 
cago. The attack occurred on Sunday night, 
but was not reported to the city police until 
10 p. m. yesterday. The victim escaped 
without dangerous injuries. But had it not 


deen for the heavy clothing he wore he prob- 


ably would have been murdered, as the knife 
was aimed at his heart. As it was, he re- 
ceived an ugly cut on the left side, and is now 
under the care of a physician at his home. 


Says He Was Not Surprised. 

Wilhoff has been threatened frequently 
since he has undertaken the work in Evans- 
ton of securing evidence against the blind 
pig keepers, and the assault on Sunday, he 
says, Was no great surprise to him. He had 
been out visiting friends and had returned 
shortly after 6 o’clock. After his supper he 
put on his overcoat and started to leave the 
house by the rear door. As he reached the 
bottom of the steps leading from the house 
three men jumped toward him. Wilhoff 
heard one of them say: 

“We'll fix you for the undertaker this 
time,” and the next moment he was felled to 
the ground by a vicious blow on the back of 


the head. The thfée men then pounced 


on him, and, while two of them held his 
arms, the third stabbed him with a knife just 
below the heart. . 


Leave Him for Dead. 

The men. evidently thinking they had killed 
Wiihoff, left him lying in à pool of blood 
in the snow and fled through the rear yard 
into the adjoining alley and escaped. Al- 
bert Otto, 51 Burling street, another detec- 
tive employed by the Anti-Saloon league, 
was in Wilhoff’s house at the time and heard 
the scuffle in the rear of the house. He 
started to investigate, and as he opened 


the back door he caught sight of the three 


men running towards the alley and saw 
Withoff attempting to rise from where he 
lay a few feet distant. 

I have been stabbed,“ Wilhoff sald, and 
— he fell fainting into the arms of Otto, 
who had hastened to his side. The latter 
carried him into the house and a physician 
was summoned. 

On account of the darkness Wilhoff was 
unable to get a good view of his assailants, 
but he says he knows who they are. He has 
received a number of threatening letters of 
late notifying him to stop working against 
the Evanston blind pig keepers or “‘ some- 
thing would happen.“ He says he has paid 
no attention to the letters. 


Threats for Others.

WIFE KICKED AND BEATEN. 


Mrs. Lena Eden Almost Killed, She 
Says, for Trying to Take Husband 
from Halsted Street Saloon. 


Mrs. Lena Eden, 922 Fifty-first place, told 
the Stock-Yards police yesterday a story of 
two attempts upon her life. She declared 
that her husband, Oscar Eden, assisted by 
several of his friends, made the attack. : 

According to the story, Mrs. Eden was 
struck and knocked to the floor in a saloon 
at Fifty-first place and South Halsted streets 
and beaten about the head and body until she 
became almost unconscious. Then, while in 
a stupor from the effects of the blows, she 
was taken to her home by her husband, who, 
she says, locked the door, procured a re- 
volver, and snapped it at her several times, 

The first assault, according to the com- 
plaint made by Mrs. Eden, occurred in the 
saloon of August Kammiskey, Fifty-first 
place and Halsted street, where her hus- | 
band had been spending the salary earned 
as a teamster for Swift & Co. On Saturday 
evening she entered the place and found her 
husband engaged in a card game with Wen- 
zel Repstein, Kammiskey, and his wife, The- 
resa Kammiskey. When she urged Eden to 
go home with her to supper she says she 
was roughly pushed away from thé table and 
ordered from the place. 

She refused to leave, and says her husband 
was taunted for his meekness by 
the inmates and told to throw her out of 
the place. Upon his refusal Mrs. Eden says 
she was struck in the face by Repstein, and 
as she fell to the floor was struck and kicked 
over the head by another of the quartet. 

She was then taken from the place by her 
husband, who, she says, announced his in- 
tention of completing the work in their own 
house. 

The husband, along with Kammiskey, Rep- 
stein, and Theresa Kammiskey, was arrested 
yesterday.

Branch Office at Kansas City Robbed of 
$348 by Man Who Forces Cashier into 


Vault—Suspegts Are Arrested.

LORIMER MEN ON GUARD. 


Governor Yates’ Decision to De- 
lay Appointments Is Held 
to Be Most Important. 


GOSSIP OF STATE CAPITAL. 


SPRINGFIELD HICAGO TRIBUNE 
BUREAU — Jan. 86. 
Lorimer’s friends have a 
keen eye on the apportionment bills, Congres- 
sional and Senatorial. They advanced the 
proposition here tonight that in fairness the 
Congressional apportionment bill should be 
considered in the House before the Senatorial 
bill is taken up at all. Their idea is that they 
want to see the Congressional district that is 


mapped out for Mr. Lorimer before they will 


vote for the Senatorial bill. 

A committee of the Republican County 
Central committee of Cook is at work on 
these apportionment measures. It is com- 
posed of representatives of all factions. Its 
product will be accepted as satisfactory here. 
Mr. Lorimer will want a Republican district. 


He is weary of running for Congress in a 


Democratic district. He has no particular 
love for the Twenty-ninth and - Thirtieth 
Wards, which are at present in hfs district. 
He wants a district made up of the old Tenth, 
the Thirty-fourth, and the Thirty-fifth 
Wards and the country towns at present em- 
braced in his district. This, ct course 
ject to some minor changes. 


Busy Studying Maps of State. 


Secretary of State Rose is busily engaged 
in getting out maps and other data as re- 


gards the population of various counties. 
The proposition is being considered serious- 


ly here to make one heavy Republican Con- 
gressional district out of the north tier of 
counties of the State. This would leave 
Lake to go with Cook and give the two 
counties ten Congressional districts. 

The indications are that Cook will be held 
down to nineteen Sénatoria! districts. The 
next district would be composed of -Rock 
Island, Whiteside, Lee, Ogie, and Carroll. 
This scheme would throw Will, De Kalb, 
Kendall, Kane, and Dupage together. Some 
of the Will County people want Will, Du- 
page, Kendall, and Grundy, with a big slice 


of Cook County, made into a district. 


Whiteside, Bureau, Stark, Peoria, and 
well would make a district for Graff 
quite to his liking. 
Knox, Henry, Fulton, and Schuyler would 
make a district for Prince. 
Brown would be cut off of the Marsh dis- 
trict and Mercer inserted instead. This 
would take a Democratie county off of one 
end of the district and put in a Republican 
one at the other end, thus quite a 
difference in the returns. 


Plans for Other Districts. 


McLean County wants a district identical 
— its judicial district, whicheis as fol- 
ows: 


Congressman Warner is as anxious to get 
rid of McLean as McLean is to part com- 
pany with him. Mr. Warner would be sat- 
isfled with a district composed of the same 
counties as his judicial district—that is, 
De Witt, Platt, Macon, 
paign, and Douglas. The district would be 
made big dnough by the addition of Coles, 
and Mr. Cannon does not want any of Coles 
County because ft is a fighter from way 
back, as he well knows. 

Sangamon will be thrown tn with the old 
Democratic district — it was asso- 
ciated for so many y while Mr. Springer 
was in Congress, the exception being that 
Logan County, which was in the old Springer 
district, will be thrown in with McLean. . 

There is a proposition to divide the ex- 
treme southern part of the State into two 
heavy Republican districts, but the indica- 
tions are that Smith will have his territory 
left all to himself. That would make three 
Democratic Congressiona] districts outside 
of 2 Gounty and give the Republicans 
twelve. 


Yates Also May Take a Hand. 

It was said tonight that Governor Yates 
proposed to take a hand in the apportion- 
ment project, and that is the reason he held 
up his appointments till the middle of March, 
by which time he hoped the apportionments 
would be out of the way. Governor Yates’ 
home is in Morgan County, and his friends 
naturally want to get Morgan in a Repub- 
licam Congressional. district. It can be done 
In either one of two ways, but the districts 
proposed are of the shoestring variety, One 
is Morgan, Cass, Menard, Logan, and Me- 
Lean. The other comprises Morgan, Sanga- 
mon, Macon, Piatt, and Champaign. 


Governor Puts Off Appointments. 


Governor, Yates said today he would make 
no appointments until after he returned from 
Washington in March. He says that the 
work of going through the recommendations 
submitted to him is bigger than he supposed 
it would be, and in order to have plenty of 
time and consider all requests he decided to 
hold the matter in abeyance until after he 
comes back from the inauguration. 

Late tonight Governor Yates appointed as 
the remaining members of his military staff 
Willlam J. Moxley, Chicago; Commander 
R. F. Critchell of the Illinois Naval Militia, 
Chicago; and William Nelson of Rockford. 

A. J. Lovejoy, who was the other day desig- 
nated as a member of the Governor’s staff, 
declined the position and suggested Will- 
lam Nelson of Rockford as a substitute. Mr. 
Lovejoy says he has neither the taste nor the 
inclination for service incident to the Gov- 
ernor's staff and that he could not afford to 
accept the honor. Many people believe Mr. 
Lovejoy will be a member of the Railroad and 
Warehouse commission. Others, when they 
saw 5 1 the list of the Govern- 
or's 8, held to the contrary, 
would not have both places. 


Nohe to Demand Alton Inquiry. 


Augustus W. Nohe came in this afternoon 
over the Illinois Central. His resolution call- 
ing for an investigation as to the cause of 
recent accidents on the Alton road will come 
up as a special order in the House tomorrow 
morning. Mr. Nohe says he intends to have 
the resolution considered immediately after 
the reading of the journal. He will not con- 
sent to its postponement except this be done 
by a majority of the House on a roll call. 
He says that the resolution must be voted 
upon or voted down tomorrow. > 

Mr. Nohe denies the assertion that his 
resolution was prompted by the fact that 
the Alton road refused to carry legislators 
on the limited train or by the further fact 
that the Alton issued coupon books instead 
of cardboard passes good for all the year 
around.

Chicago was given last night the first 
view it ever had of Mme. Bernhardt as a 
leading woman. For the first time during 
the present engagement of the French play- 
ers it also saw M. Coquelin as the star of 
a performance. The relative change in chief 
and supporting parts was effected by a play 
with which this city and all America has 
been familiar for two seasons past, M. Ros- 
tand's Cyrano de Bergerac.“ An audience 
of respectable size and of pronounced social 
tinge witnessed the performance of the play, 
and to the best of its ability attested its 
approval of everything it beheld and heard. 

The performance was not surprising in any 
Way, not even in its undeviating interest 
and excellence. In the lengthy period M. 
Coquelin played in Paris the “‘ heroic com- 
eddy,“ the repute of his depiction of a part 
which was written for him had ample time 
to travel to this country. Mr. Mansfield’s 

roduction of the play likewise served to 

eep in the public mind the creator of the 
part and the manner of his conception of it. 

With Mme. Bernhardt the case was differ- 
ent. She never appeared in the guise of 
‘Roxane until her American tour with M. 
Coquelin was begun. The réle is unlike 
any with which her name is associated, and 
of lesser length if not quality than a Bern- 
hardt part is supposed to be. Until last 
night it seemed that it must be an impulse 
of kindness or a motive strongly financial 
which induced her to take a character which 
allowed her for the entire first act to follow 
the children’s adage about being seen and 
not heard. 

But she has made the female pedant Rox- 
ane almost into a living woman. In spite 
of an attention given as much to her beau 
tiful gowns as to the Imes she spoke, in 
spite of years which could not be forced 
altogether to exile their traces from her 
face, she brought the role into a promi- 
nence it never has had in the American pro- 
duction of the play. In a measure, this 
was to have been anticipated, but the miracle 
was that she did the feat without spolling 
the symmetry of the play. She did not take 
either from M. Coquelin’s honors or his 
scenes, but simply played her own scenes 
for what must now be regarded as their 
true worth. In the“ balcony scene, in the 
by-play preceding it, over the dead body of 
Christian, and by Cyrano’s side in his last 
moments, she evidenced diversity of charm, 
of emotions, and of strength. 

Yet it was M. Coquelin who was the con- 
stant figure in the fereground. He held 
the eye, though not through any element 
of the grotesque. The nose of his Cyrano 
was not a hideous object, however far re- 
moved from the list of beautiful things. 
Some persons may have looked to see a 
buffoon behind the nose. If they did they 
were disappointed. M. Coquelin’s Cyrano, 
however, is conceived as a personage of 
lighter heart than the one to whom play- 
goers on this side of the Atlantic have been 
accustomed. Perhaps he is nearer the dra- 
matist’s Cyrano in consequence; possibly 
he loses for the same reason some of that 
moving force which has seemed 32 of the 
great virtues of another portrayal. 

Cyrano chose to conceal — eour- 
age of soul, a great love, and a greater gen- 
erosity under a mask of boastfulness: M. 
Coquelin wears the mask lightly, but still 
does not give more than a glimpse of the 
true feelings of the inner character. Were 
it not for the last act with ite convincing 
death scene there would almost be cause for 
doubting whether Cyrano of the mask were 
not the real Cyrano. The humor of the 
mummery seems to appeal to him as much 
as its sting, and the latter he presses to him | 
with a spirit which has in it something of 
joy. But thie is certain: M. Coquelin has 
created a Cyrano which pleases every sense. 
The delicate art with which the part has 
been drawn is one of the splendors of the 
present-day stage, All the scenes had not an 
equal appeal last night, but not one was 
without some potency of spell. The poem 
to the nose in the first act, the. speech in- 
troducing the cadets in the second act, the 
balcony and the moon scenes in the thir 
act, and preéminently, the death scene in 
the last act were given varying color, but 
in a way they were uniform. 

The play was mounted with good effect, 
though not lavishly. The support was un- 
usually good.

HENRI DE BORNIER IS DEAD. 


Noted Poet and Dramatist and Member 
of the French Academy Expires 
in Paris. 


PARIS, Jan. 29.—Viscomte Henri de Bor- 
nier, the poet and dramatist, is dead. He 
was born on ec. 25, 1825, and was a mem- 


ber of the French Academy. 

{De Bornier first attracted attention in 18465, 
when he published a volume of poems and sub- 
mitted a play, Le Mariage de Luther,“ to the 
Theatre Francais.

If it ‘were not for $60,000,000 river and 
harhor bills and other mad extravagances 
it would be quite safe to take off much 
more than $40,000,060 from the taxes of 
the people, who would make a far more 
profitable use of the money than Congress 
will make of it. There are not many Con- 


gressmen who take that view of the case, 
however. 


Most of them think it is better 
for the taxpayer that his money should be

THE EDUCATION OF WOMEN. 
President Thwing of Western Reserve 


University discusses in the February Forum 
the venerable problem of whether a wom- 
an’s education should differ from a man’s. 
He thinks there should be a difference, 
but his view has nothing in common with 
the old theory that a woman was best kept in 


religious advancement we have something 
to learn from this follower of Confucius. 
In making the comparison between Confu- 
cianism and Christianity the Chinese Min- 
ister particularly disclaimed any intention 
to disparage the latter. He does not think 
it any more discreditable that all Christians 
do not live up to the doctrine of Christian- 
ity than that all Confucians do not obey the 
precepts of Confucius, nor can he under- 
stand why some clergymen should resent 
any attempt to compare Christianity with 
other systems of belief when they do not 
scruple to attack other religions. Wu Ting 
Fang recognizes all that is good in all sys- 
tems, and from this high-minded standpoint 
does not think that “ the noble and sublime 


-teachings of Christianity need fear criti- 


cism, much less comparison.” To this ex- 
tent Wu Ting Fang stands for the good of 
humanity. He believes that all religions 
teach men to be good, and that if every man 
would live up to the doctrines of his relig- 
jon it would be a better world and men 
would live in brotherly peace. 

This is good Christian doctrine if it does 
come from a Confucian, and the world is 
not so near the attainment of the best in 
any religion that the followers of one sys- 
tem of belief can afford to set themselves up 
above the followers of any other, or play, 
the Pharisee. A good Confucian, a good 
Buddhist, or a good Christian is a good man, 
for goodness is the ultimate purpose of 
every religion. The words of Confucius, 
“Let us all live in peace as brothers,” and 
the words of Christ, Little children, love 
one another,” are far yet from fulfillment, 
and there is no harm in being reminded of it 
by a “heathen Chinee.“

The Armour will was filed in the Probate 
Court yesterday. The estimate placed upon 
the fortune is $15,000,000, which will be 
divided equally between the widow and the 
only surviving son, with the stipulation, 
however, that the two grandehildren,-sons 
of Philip D. Armour, deceased, shall have 
a million dollars each when they reach the 
age of 25 and a like sum when they reach 
the age of 30, no immediate provision being 
made for them, as is explained by the will, 
because they and their mother already have 
an ample fortune received from the estate 
during the lifetime of the deceased son. 

There are no other. beneficiaries of the 
great packer’s fortune named in the will, 
none of his old employés or house servants, 
not even the Armour Institute. His entire 
wealth goes to-the widow and son. This, 
however, will not be a matter of surprise 
to those whe were nearest Mr. Armour in 
a business sense and were familiar with

SUBMARINE TORPEDO BOATs. 

The official tests of the submarine tor- 
pedo boats made at Cherbourg on Friday: 
last appear to indicate that the French gov- 


ernment will shortly have boats of this | 


type that will add greatly to the ‘efficiency 
ofits navy. The performance of the Morse, 
which is ruh by a petroleum motor, seems 
to have been quite as satisfactory in every 
way as those of the Holland in American 
waters. When submerged, a process which 
is speedily accomplished, no part of the 
vessel is visible except the “ periscope,” or 
seeing station, which can be turned to every 
point of the horizon, and itself can be seen 
only by a powerful glass. It steers ac- 
eurately and quickly and can remain sub- 
merged over eight hours without the slight- 
est inconvenience to officers or crew, owing 
to the perfect working of the air pumps. 
It discharges torpedoes by means of com- 
pressed air with astonishing force and with 
such accuracy that of four fired within a 
period of twenty minutes all touched a given 

The French have been more alert in the 
construction of torpedo boats than any other 
nation. By the figures set forth in Secretary 
Root’s last report, France laid down in 
1900, in tonnage of torpedo boats, 5,730 tons;

At any rate, the cliff dwellers were already 
at home when the first white man visited 
their country in 1540. He was a Spanish 
adventurer coming north from Mexico in 
search of gold and treasure, and he was ter- 
ribly disappointed in what he found. 

The Spanish expedition discovered a nym- 


ber of populous towns, the inhabitants of 


which made a small show of resistance be- 
fore abandoning their property to the in- 
vaders. They left the communal houses or 
puebles and fled high up to their refuges 
among the rocks, as they had doubtless done 
many times before when attacked by the 
savages. The earliest of these cliff or rock 


dwellings were apparently originally caves | 


or crevices in the sides of the cliffs. The rock 
being a soft and brittle sandstone, it was 
easy, even with ryde implements, to enlarge 
the original caves and to cut out shelves and 
chimneys in the sides. Thousands upon thou- 
sands of the cave dwellings have been found 
and almost all of them contain implements 
of stone or other proofs of man's early occu- 


pancy. Other caves were fitted up as store- 


houses and often there would be a large cen- 
around which the cave homes of 
of families would be dug. There 
have even been found cave ruins which were 


used as stables for asses and goats, so it is 


known that they cannot date back beyond 
the time when man first trained animals to 
do his will. 

Next in order of time and in the develop- 
ment of skill are usually placed the cliff 
dwellings, properly so called. For the site of 
such a home or community a ledge in the side

of a cliff was chosen. Oftentimes it would 
be hundreds of feet above the bottom of the 
cafion, with no visible means of reaching it. 
But these ancients were engineers as well as 
architects. Sometimes they cut secret stair- 
ways in the cliffs, at other times they trusted 
entirely to a system of ladders. At any rate 
these houses were practically safe from at- 
tack. The houses themselves were bullt of 
regularly cut pieces of sandstone, in some of 
the later ruins mortar being used. In some 
of the cliff dwellings all the rooms are con- 
nected together so that there may be several 


hundred rooms in a single suite.

Another reform that is certain to be in- 
stituted by the King is the complete reor- 
ganization of the royal stables. True, the 
horses are fine. But the carriages and the 
harnesses are shabby and antiquated tosuch 
an extent as to constitute a positive disgrace 
to a court upon which so much money is 
spent as that of St. James. There is hardly 
a great noble in London whose equipages 
are not more finely appointed and up-to-date 
than those of the late Queen, and each time 
there has been any state function in which 
royal carriages were called upon to figure 
their appearance has always constituted a 
source of shame and mortification to every 
Englishman who set eyes on them. The 
greater part of the carriages, indeed, are 
so antiquated in form and appearance as to 
be fit for little else than firewood, since 
they are too heavy and cumbersome to be 
used for hire by cab owners or livery stable 
proprietors. | 


The Duke of Portland, who has deen 
Master of the Horse to the late Queen, and 
whose term of office will come to an end 
on the day of her funeral, is not likely to 
be reappointed. For, in the first place, the 
King cannot but ascribe to him some blame. 
for the condition of the royal stables, of 
which he has been the head, while, secondly, 
there has never been much love lost between 
Jumbo,“ as the Duke is called, and the 
Prince, who is now his sovereign. Theorigin 
of the bad feeling between them was the re- 
fusal of the Duke and Duchess to allow 
Lady Warwick (then Lady Brooke) to form 
one of the Prince’g party at their country 
seat, ‘Welbeck Abbey, their attitude in the 
matter leading him to decide at the last 
minute not to go to Welbeck Abbey, but to 
become instead the guest of Mrs. Arthur 
Wilson at Tranby Croft, where the unfor- 
tunate baccarat scandal took place. Had not 
the Duke of Portland made a perfectly un- 
necessary objection to the Prince's com- 
position of the party at Welbeck King Ed- 
werd would never have gone to Tranby 
Croft, and the baccarat episode would never 
have taken place. There has been a sort of 
reconciliation since then between the Duke 
and the Prince, and the latter has paid the 
Portlands a brief visit at Welbeck Abbey. 
But there is but little love lost between 
them, and the Duke and Duchess do not con- 
ceal their distaste for what used to be known 
as the ‘‘ Prince’s set, that is to say, for the 
cirole of friends of him who is now their 
Under the circumstances I do not be- 
lieve that the Duke will be reappointed, and 
while I should imagine that the King would 
like to intrust the mastership of the horse 
to Lord Suffield, it is Just possible that he 
may confer the office upon the little Duke of 
Marlborough, whose own equipages are al- 
ways so magnificently turned out.
